Landon ran 111 
ahead of Hoover, but Roosevelt exceeded 
his 1982 total by 388. 

In the governorship race Ha'gis ran 
well ahead of the Republican candidates 
of the past two years. In 1982 Youngman 
made 3020, in 1934 Bacon dropped to 
2763, and on Tuesday Haigis made 3427. 
The Democratic vote for governor has 
been very nearly constant for the past 
three times, Ely getting 1595, Curley 
1500 and Hurley 1598.

In voting on the hard liquor question, 
there was an increase of 96 votes for hard 
liquor and an increase of 96 against. 
The vote for soft liquors made a slight 
net gain, the gross for gaining 130 and the 
gross against gaining 61, 


Despite the huge Roosevelt majority 
all over the Nation Andover once again 
remained steadfastly Republican Tuesday 
at the presidential election, as the state 
elected Henry Cabot Lodge senator over 
James M. Curley, and also elected a 
Democratic state administration save 
for treasurer and secrotary. William P. 
Connery was again e' .ed Congressman 
from this district o er the Republican 
aspirant, C, F. Nelson Pratt; Frank G. 
Babcock overturned state senator Charles 
A. P. McAree, Democratic; Bayard Tuck- 
erman, Republican, defeated Governor’s 
Councillor William G. Hennessey; and 
William F. Shanahan, register of probate, 
was the only Democratic county office- 
holder to be returned. Butler and Mitchell 
were returned as county commissioners, 
with Butler well ahead of the field, and 
Mitchell finding considerable opposition 
in Democratic Cahill. 


Thomas Lane and James P. Donnelly 
of South Lawrence were again re-elected 
to represent Andover and their own com- 
munity in the state legislature. In Ando- 
ver Gordon R. Cannon ran far ahead, 
with Charles Cate, Republican, second. 
Lane received by far the largest vote of 
any Democrat in the Andover ballot. 

The Town again went wet, but on 
questions one and two, hard and soft 
liquors for consumption on the premises 
respectively, precinct one surprised by 
voting “No” while it went decisively in 
favor of package-selling. Precinct six 
voted for soft liquor to be drunk on the 
premises and for package stores, but 
voted against hard liquor for drinking on 
the premises. 


It was a record vote in Andover with 
93.6 percent of the registered vote going 
to the polls. Of the Republicans county 
commissioner Frederick Butler polled 
the most votes, secretary of state Cook, 
treasurer Hurley and Senator Lodge 
finishing in that order. 

The outstanding surprise in the local 
election was the defeat of Charles A. P. 
MacAree, state senator. Babcock was 
far ahead. in Andeyer, and the. plurality 
he rolled up here and the smaller plurali- 


ties he added in other towns, served to: 


wipe out the advantage his opponent held 
in Haverhill.

The shell became the Stowe house in 
1852 after considerable remodelling. 
Calvin E. Stowe and his wife, Harriet 
| Beecher Stowe whose only serious mis- 
| take was writing Uncle Tom’s Cabin in 
| Brunswick, Me., and not in Andover, 
| were the occupants—and did they shock 
| the townspeople! They liked entertaining, 
|and they provided such sinful amuse- 
| ments as tableuax, and charades. Proba- 
| bly the most unheard of levity of all was 
the Christmas tree with humorous pres- 
| ents for faculty members. 

One of the greatest disillustionments of

all young Andover residents is the final 
realization that Brunswick was really the 
place where Uncle Tom’s Cabin was writ- 
ten. But Harriet Beecher Stowe did write 
Dred and a number of other stories in the 
attractive study where coffins were once 
made. 

In 1888 the Stowe house became the 
Phillips Inn, with that wretched old 


| frame structure, which now thanks to the

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First Term Has Given President Experience Which 
Should Prove Invaluable in Next Four Years 


There have been and probably 
will be many varied reasons advanced 
for the overwhelming victory of 
President Roosevelt Tuesday, but 
the most important thing for the 
people of the United States to wonder 
about now is not how he won but 
what’s to be done now that he has 
won. 

His enormous endorsement the 
President can take in one of two 
ways. First, he could assume it to be 
a vote of confidence in him for the 
way he has conducted the affairs of 
the Nation for the past three and a 
half years. Proceeding on this basis, 
he could go on doing what he’s been 
doing; he could re-establish his 
N.R.A., continue to spend money, 
keep the business men of the country 
in suspense. 

But somehow or other we feel that 
the experience of the past few years 
has taught the President that the 
errors of the earlier part of his ad- 
ministration must not be repeated. 
He knows as the rest of the country 
does that no real recovery began 
until he announced that the business 
of the country was to be given a 
‘breathing spell,’ and it is not too 
much to hope that he will continue to 
allow the country’s business men an 
opportunity to build up the structure 
that collapsed in 19380 and was held 
down from 1932 to the “breathing 
period.” The campaign brought out 
a number of arguments against his 
policies which the President must 
know from the experiences of the 
past few years have a real factual 
basis behind them, and while he 
couldn’t of course admit the truth of 
those arguments in the campaign, it 
can be assumed from his silence that 
some of these things will be rectified 
in the next few years. 

He has told the American people 
that taxes would not increase; they 
evidently believed him. In the next 
four years he must adhere to that 
promise. He has told the American 
people that the budget will soon be 
balanced, and he must also keep that 
promise. In a number of other things 
which he promised he must keep 
faith with the American people. This 
country cannot go on with rising 
taxes and a huge annual deficit. 

The President must know by now 
that The United States will continue 
to develop only on co-operation, not 
antagonism. One section must not 
be allowed to develop at the expense 
of another; they should be all treated 
alike, all treated fairly. Nor should 
one class have an unfair advantage 
over another; class antagonism such 
as has been built up in the United 
States recently has no place here. 
Co-operation between sections, co- 
operation between classes are what 


we need to restore our country to the 
high rank that it once held.

There is a moral in the election of 
Henry Cabot Lodge to the senate, 
and it arises not so much from his 
victory as from Curley’s defeat. 
Lodge’s large majority, totalling 
more than Curley’s and O’Brien’s 
added together, shows that the 
people of this state want an adminis- 
tration of which they can be proud. 
In a contest in which Republican 
fortunes did not fare so well, the 
young Republican from Beverly was 
‘way out ahead, partly the result of 
his own pleasant personality and 
partly the result of his opponent’s 
record of the past two years. Massa- 
chusetts does not like cheap politics, 
either in a campaign or in an admin- 
istration, and a man who was once 
a political power in this state will 
have plenty of opportunity to ponder 
over this proven fact at his home in 
Jamaicaway next year.

These 
20 pages you were supposed to know 
all about before you marked a cross 
on the last question on your ballot 
last Tuesday, and probably the only 
ones who voted based on their know- 
ledge of what it was all about were 
the 2547 who were recorded as 
blanks. It is a crime against the voter 
to put questions involving so many 
ramifications on a ballot. Democracy 
is worthwhile only as long as those 
who are voting know what they are 
voting about, and very few could 
know what that last question was all 
about. We elect legislators to decide 
such involved things for us.

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Hofer’s Paintings 


at Local Gallery 


t the Addison Gallery from Novem- 

ber 2-22, eighteen paintings and a number 
of water colors and drawings by Karl 
Hofer are being shown. Karl Hofer, who 
was one of the judges of the Carnegie 
competition in 1929, and who teaches at 
present in Berlin, is an important German 
artist; this collection of his work is of 
pictures produced mostly in the last two 
years. 
" The drawings, chiefly line drawings, 
clean and sure, some done with the reed 
pen used by many old masters, have grace 
and precision. A thorough academic train- 
ing as well as a knowledge of the history 
of art is evident in the drawings as well as 
the paintings. In many instances the com- 
position of the paintings is derived from 
other paintings. The use of famous paint- 
ings, as subjects, is a practice common to 
many modern painters—a parallel is the 
use by Utrillo of post cards for the sub- 
jects of some of his tandscapes. Hofer’s 
compositions, as a result of this use of 
excellent models, are most complete and 
exact, and yet in his art as a whole they 
are the least important element. What is 
most impressive in his pictures, after one 
has looked at them for even a short time, 
with an open mind, is a most moving, 
personal and direct appeal. You look into 
them, rather than at them, and see a liv- 
ing world, whose gentle-led inhabitants 
soon become as familiar as personages in 
fairy tales that you have always known; 
they move in places where you have 
surely also been, too long ago to remember 
but you have surely been there. Perhaps 
Hofer’s paintings give this fairy tale im- 
pression because he is a German. 

The “Singular Carnival” may be 
familiar for its echoes of Durer or Breug- 
hel, but I think we recognize in it memo- 
ries of stories by Grimm, or medieval 
legends of the Dance of Death; this 
picture and others have the inspiration 
and the heritage of folk lore. The two 
people enjoying their afternoon siesta so 
thoroughly on that well-known hill, are 
Breughel people; but they are also un- 
mistably Hofer people, there is some- 
thing living and continuing about them; 
they are not a reminiscence or a record of 
a moment. There they sleep; the pies and 
the viands of Cockaigne will not wake 
them by falling on them from an en- 
chanted tree, but there will always be the 
useful fruit and bread in the basket. 


““Boy at the Window”’ 


The sensuously beautiful “Boy at the 

Window” would not have been painted if 
Hofer had not been a German. The senti- 
ment that is clearly expressed in it, is the 
same German homesickness for the south 
which sends the droves of often satirized 
tourists swarming toward the Italian 
spring. Very definitely we are informed 
that the slender boy leans out of the 
square blackness of a window in the 
South; we know it is the South because 
of the coloured gourds, the cream and 
grey striped curtain, and the vine shoot 
that will soon grow in through the win- 
dow, never shut, of his bedroom. We 
recognize the early morning light and we 
know that the charming boy feels melan- 
choly as he looks out into the bright stony 
garden, 
_ The painting of the Bathers shows the 
influence of Italian painting in the formal 
composition—even the wheeling gulls are 
pinned to the corners of a hexagon,—and 
in the chalky colour, reminiscent of little 
Roman wall decorations in the Vatican 
museum. In this picture, it seems to me 
that the decorative element is stronger 
than Most of the characteristic Hofer 
paintings, 

“The Bather” and “The Landing” are 
two of the three most expensive pictures 
in the exhibition, therefore one supposes 
those which are dearest to the artist. 
“The Landing” is the picture that one 
can look at longest in the exhibition and 
yet most enjoy. It is, really, stripped of 
the actual beauty of painting which is in 
the “Boy at the Window” the “Girl with 
a Towel” and the landscapes, but the 
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perfectly composed movement of the 
wind, the engrossed endearing — little 
people and the mood conveyed make it 
the most original picture in the room. 

The Boy, the bathers, the picknickers, 
the sleepers, the travelers by sea: in all 


these pictures we look in and see events | 


happening, life continuing: even the 
Card Players, inevitably the Cezanne 


card players, are Hofer card players, 
because they have the family resemblance 
of all his subjects. I want to say char- 
acters because they become to me as real 
as the characters in a well written book.

EDITORIAL—STUDENT GOV- 
ERNMENT 


What is our Student Government? Is 
it a representative body who controls the 
school? No, it is more than that. It is 
made up of a body of about 500 pupils. 
True, these 500 do not attend every meet- 
ing of the council, but each member has 
two representatives from his home room 
to act in his behalf. 

If a home room wishes a certain measure 
to be considered by the entire school, it 
delegates its council members to discuss 
this at the next meeting. In this manner 
the matter is carried to the entire school 
for consideration. Then the council, on 
finding out what the school desires, dis- 
cusses the issue and tries to do what is 
best for the good of the school. 

What are the duties of the council? 
They are many. All school functions are 
carried on under its direction. The traffic 
squad who allows pupils to govern them- 
selves whenever possible is appointed by 
the council. It is interesting here to note 
how the council has appointed members 
from all grades to this squad, thus carry- 
ing out the wish of many home rooms of 
last year that all groups be represented. 
Various committees to help make the 
school progress in a favorable way are 
appointed. The safety and interior decora- 
tion committees are among these. 

In brief, the duties of the Student 
Council are to weigh all matters concern- 
ing the betterment of the school, to judge 
whether these measures be approved or 
rejected, to do what is best for the school 
rather than for a chosen few, and to keep 
the best interests of the school ever in the 
foreground. One of the most important 
tasks that the Student Council undertakes 
is to develop school spirit—good sports- 
manship and an ever ready willingness to 
take part in any function that means 


advancement for the school. Perhaps the 
most vivid example of this cooperation is 
the spirit with which the boys and girls 
entered into the new plan for financing 
school activities. It meant not only a 
much enlarged activities program, but a 
greater opportunity for all to take active 
parts in school functions. . 

Our Student Government has one 
definite platform in which it strongly 
believes and for which it works whole- 
heartedly; namely, that we govern our- 
selves as far as we are able, and that we 
develop this aptitude for self-government 
to an ever higher degree.

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Town Treasurer Thaxter Eaton, Once a Taxi-Driver, Now a Private School 


“Janitor” Says His Life Lacks Color 


Thaxter Eaton, our town treasurer, 
told us this week that he was afraid we 
wouldn’t find him a very colorful figure 
to write about. He’s been in almost every- 
thing that a man in Andover can be in, 
from religion to politics; he’s been a social 
worker, a taxi-driver, a United States 
Army medical department sergeant, a 
bond salesman, a school committeeman, 
a Sunday school treasurer, and a private 
school janitor,—but he doesn’t think 
there’s anything colorful to write about 
him 

You probably want to know when 
Thaxter Eaton was a taxi-driver. It was 
in one of his campaigns for office, back in 
the days when he had to campaign for 
office, and he was parked on Main street 
in his car with one of his cards in the 
window when a lady came up and asked 
to be taken home. Thaxter agreed, of 
course, and after he took her around to 
do a couple of errands, he was directed to 
go to the academy. When he finished the 
trip, the lady passed him a half a dollar, 
which he of course refused—the first time 
she offered it. 

Today Thaxter has no worries at elec- 
tion time; in fact he has a slight edge on 
Bill Cheever’s enviable election record. 
As far as is known, Thaxter’s total of 
some 3700 votes a couple of years ago is 
an all-time high for Andover town elec- 


tions. But back in his taxi-driving days, | 


the going was not so easy; in fact it was 
much more difficult to pick up votes than 
it was to pick up fares. 


Lost by 60; Won by 59 


Thaxter made the school committee 
with comparatively no trouble, but when 
he began to aspire to some of the more 
remunerative positions, he experienced 


clerk and treasurer, and lost by 60 votes. 
Twice he ran for selectman, with the late 


stantial margin on the first occasion and 
later Dr. Daly defeating him by 16 votes 
for Mr. Bowman’s unexpired term. In 
1928 he tried for representative, but found 
that the South Lawrence jinx was too 
great. In 1929 he decided to try for town 
treasurer without the clerkship, and he 
won out by 59 votes. That’s a record for 
close shaves that any barber would envy. 

Since then Thaxter’s 
seemed very secure. Twice he has had op- 
position, and twice it hasn’t made any 
difference.
